IN THE SENATE. 



His Excellency tho Governor General, 
praying that His Excellency will be 
pleased to cause to be laid' before this 
House, copies of all correspondence be- 
tween tho Dominion- and Imperial 
Governments, and between the Do- 
minion flovernrnent and tho Govern- 
ment of British Columbia, on the sub- 
ject of- having ono or moro of Her 
Majesty's ships of war stationed cotin- 
uously on the Coast of British Colum- 
bia. 

Ho said: It will be in the recolles- 

tion of many lion, gentlemen that tho 
terms of union with British Columbia 
contains a promise on the part of the 
Dominion Government to uso its influ 
e.nce with the. Imperial Government to 
keep ships of war stationed on the 
coast of British Colnmbia. The clause 
reads as follows: — 

"The iniluenc of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment will be used to Secure the con- 
■ tinued-- maintenance of the naval sta- 
tion at Esquimalt." 

How far the Dominion Government 
has pressed this matter I don't If now, 
but I do- know that no attempt has 
been nnde by tho English Government 
to make Esquimalt a permanent naval 
station. 1 know ami feel that it would 
be an extremely delicate matter for a 
colonial government to ask the imper- 
ial Government to maintain a naval 
station on any of its shores; but to ask 
that a portion of a squadron, which 
must be on a certain station, should 
cruise in tho vicinity of a numerically 
weak and remote Province, is a differ- 
ent matter, and not too mucn to ask, 
especially when no monev expenditure 
is involved. In moving for correspon- 
dence on this subject, I desiro to bring 
to tho notice of tho members of the 
Government tho present defenceless 
condition of the western coast of the 
Dominion. We aro in a different pos- 
ition from the Eastern part of the 
Dominion- — here there aro very few 
Indians; the white population is lurge; 
and in the event of outside or Europ- 
ean difficulties, you are within a few 
day's steam of England, from which 
aid can easily reach you. Not so with 
us; it would take months before help 
from England could reach us. We 
have a large Indian population, and wo 
are far removed from tho fleet on the 
South Pacific — our position is entirely 
different. .Since the formation of tho 
colony over tweuty-four years ago, I 
cannot remember any time in which 
we did not have one or two ships of 
war on the coast of British Coiumbia. 
But this winter there is not oven an 
English gunboat in tho North Pacific, 
whore- there are large Imperial 
and Colonial interests. Whilst in 
the South Pacific— from Panama to 
Peru and Chili — there are eight or 
twelve ships stationed, in a very hot 
and unhealthy climate, extending from 
10° north to 30° south. In those rev- 
olutionary counties, no doubt, British 
residents require protection; but not 
to the entire neglect of British possess- 
"ions. It is true that Empire is now at 
peace, and anything which 1 may say 
on a warlike subject inr.y appear out 
of place. But, hen. gentlemen, and 
all who watch the progress of events 
and the action of different Govern- 
ments must arrive at tho conclusion 
that Europe is one vast military camp. 
We see nation vicing with nation in the 
construction of ongines of destruction, 
and certainly all that is not dono for 
amusements. It shows a -mutual dis- 
trust amoug nations. Russia has re- 
.ently ordered 10,000,000 projectiles 
or missiles from the great Gorman 
manufacturer, Krupp, and is the only 
naval power to bo feared ou the Pacific. 
She has est ablished a large arsenal 
and naval station at Nikalaevsk on 
tho river Ateer, within a few idays 
steam of British Columbia. During 
the last war between Russia and Tur- 
key several ships of war belonging to 
the former power lay in San FraDcisco 
harbour, ready for action on the firing 
pf the fjrst shot by the British fleet in 
the rjardanellcs. ■' On that occasion 'the 
.Dominion Government acted with com-

mondable alacrity in sending nn officer 
of artillery to improve our land defen- 
ces. I boliove the honorable leader of 
this House *as Minister of Militia at 
that time, which no doubt will account 
for the action so readily taken at that 
time. The stealthy encroachments of 
Russia on tho territory north of India 
and China, togother with her tradition- 
al ambition to extend her boundaries 
to the Bosphorus, may at any time 
lead to a collision with Ehgland. 

Then to .come nearer homo we havo 
a population of about 30,000 Indians, 
the most of them in their savage state 
— face to face with an equal number 
of whites, and although they havo be- 
haved wonderfully well considering 
their power and numbers-- yet there is 
no telling when serious disturbances 
, may take place, and it is neither re- 
assuring nor pleasant to know that the 
Province is powerless to quell anything 
of the kind. Her Majesty's ships on 
more than one occasion have done ex- 
cellent service in teaching refractory 
Indians a wholesome lesson, and I feel 
quite sure that we owo our immunity 
from troubles to tho presence of those 
ships on our coasts, thoy havo instil- 
led into the savage mind great respect 
for the white man's means of defence, 
A few weeks ago we had an instance 
of our prosent .helpless position. Tho 
Provincial Government received 
reports of Indian troubles in 
the province, about 500 miles from 
A r ictoria — and thero was neither an 
Imperial or Dominion vessel to sond 
to the supposed disturbed district — 
consequently the Provincial Govern- 
ment was obliged to apply to the Un- 
ited States Government for the" use of 
a gunboat, which was willingly grant- 
ed and for which that government de- 
serves our thanks. Yet it is not pro 
per that wo should bo compelled in a 
matter of that kind to go to a foreign 
government when a little forethought 
would have obviated the necessity. I 
would ask the attention of tho gov- 
ernment to this question — disturbances 
internal or external would seriously 
interfere with our trade and commerce, 
and anything which might injure any 
part of thecountry would 1 injur e the 
whole. All that is required is some per- 
sistency in asking the Imperial Govern- 
ment to keep a portion of the Pacific 
squadron continuously on the western 
coast of the Dominion, where they 
would be fully as well ocoupicd as in 
the 
thi 
ter 

Hon. Mr. Nelson. — I have much 
pleasure in seconding this motion. 
You all know our dofcnceless position 
in British Columbia at present, a pos- 
ition which is muchmoro important 
now than it was 10 or 12 years ago, 
when we were a separate colony. It 
is now the Bea coast, on the Pacific, of 
the Dominion of Canada: it was then 
the sea-board of a comparatively small 
country: but it is moro neglected now 
than it was then. My hon. friend in 
speaking of tho late war betwen Russia 
and Turkey, referred to the fact that 
there wero Russian, vessels at Sanfran- 
ciscoat that time, but he has forgot- 
ten the peculiar evonts which occurred 
then. At that time we had but ono 
small gunboat on the coast of British 
Columbia, a gunboat which has 
since been sent home, the "Rocket." 
It possessed very small power 
from a steaming point of view, and still 
smaller power as a war vesssel. At that 
particular time a Russian corvette left 
San Francisco with a knowledge that 
the only means of defence we had in the 
province was this little gunboat, and 
came up to British Columbia, absolute- 
ly steaming into the harbor of Esqui- 
malt. She came with the belief that 
war would be declared by the time RjhEi 
reached our coast, and that the dock- 
yard at Esquimalt would be open to 
her attack. It happened, as it usually 
does whin British war vessels are re- 
quired anywhere, that one of the larger 
gunboats of the British Navy had 
steamed into the harbor of Esquimalt a 
few hours beforo tho arrival of tho 
Russian corvette, and, of course, our 
position then was very different. If it 
had not been for the prosence of that 
vessel, the Russian war ship would havo 
been able to blow the "Rocket" out of 
the water, and bombard Victoria, if 
war had been declared, as was expected 
at the time. Now, that is a position 
which we should never be placed in. 
At that time everybody believed that 
war between Russia and great Britajn 
was inevitable, and thoro is no doubt 
that the Russian corvette came thero 
with tho belief that war would havo 
broken but before her arrival at Esqui- 
mau. I think the knowledge of the 
position which our Pacific Coast is 
placed in should induce the Govern- 
ment of tho Dominion to impress upon 
the Imperial Government the necessity 
of taking action. The question as- 
sumes the very greatest importance 
when wo reflect upon tho fact that 
we have a very extensive coast on the 
Pacific, with large harbors which re- 
quire protection. Unless proper pre- 
caution is. taken, it is easy to imagine 
what a simple matter it would bo for 
the Rusaiabfc', iu case of war, to como 
down, and take possession of the coun- 
try, and it would be a very serious mat- 
ter to dielodgo them. I hope such an 
event; will never, happen, but I think 
it would bp wise ou .tho part of our 
.Goveromentdp t^ake tho' matter tbor- 
ougtily into " con«de'r»tioh,' and pes*- 



Tipon tho Imperial Government tho ne 
cessity of maintaining a sufficient fleet 
in those waters, more particularly, aa 
the British Government always hua u 
very extensive fleet in the Pacific. It- 
is true that moro Southern climates of 
for greater attractions to the admirals 
and crews of tho fleets than any 
which our country can present ; still, 
it is a very great mistake to leave the 
coast of British Columbia unprotected ; 
and I repeat, tho Dominion Govern 
ment should look upon the matter very 
seriously and the position of affairs to 
tho Imperial authorities. 

Hon. Sir Alex. Campbell — The sub- 
ject to which attention has been called 
by tho hon. mombors from British Co- 
lumbia is no doubt ono of the very 
tiist importance. There has been a 
correspondence between both the Local 
and the Dominion Governments, and 
between tho Imperial authorities, and 
the Government of Canada on tho sub- 
ject. A portion of the correspondence 
at all events, can bo brought down ; 
another portion, if I remember right, is 
marked 'Wmt." The Imperial Gov- 
ernment did not explain why Esqui- 
malt is no lotigor made the depot, as it 
wore, of operations on the PaciGc coast, 
but 1 think in the course of the corres- 
pondence they say will aUvays take 
caro to have one of tho vessels of Her 
Majesty's fleet in that neighborhood, 
the coast of British Columbia, That 
does not entirely meet the object which 
my hon. friends hava in view ; but, at 
all events, it may re-assure them as to 
the amount of protection which shall 
be. constantly at the authorities in 
British Columbia, and on its coast. I 
believe also, and I think may safely 
state it, that the Minister of Militia 
has in contemplation some measures on 
his part with roferenco to tho defonce 
of British Columbia, and I assuro my 
hon. friends that the matter has engag- 
ed the very serious attention of the 
Government, and that they have been 
exceedingly anxious to take care that 
the coast of British Columbia shall not 
be exposed to dangers in the ovent of 
war with Russia or any other power. 
In a war with Russia it would bo pe- 
culiarly exposed, in consequence of the 
naval establishments on tho Pacifin 
coast possessed by that power, and 
which are within a few days sail of the 
coast of British Columbia. The Gov- 
ernment are fully alive to that point, 
and havo done, and are doing, all (hat 
they can to impress on the Imperial 
authorities tho necessity of providing 
such protection as their fleet can afford 
in the waters of British Columbia, and 
are anxious on their own part to do 
what can be done to improve, at all 
events tho military position of that 
coast. There is no objection to the ad- 
dress. 

Hon. Mr, Power — Boforo tho ad- 
dress passes, I wish to say I feel that 
the ministry, and hon. members from 
British Columbia must concur with me 
in feeling a rogrot that they had not 
brought this matter to the notice of 
tho Government a year ago. At that 
time the Administration would have 
been able to detail tho Dominion ship* 
"Charybdis" for service in British Co- 
lumbia waters. I havo no doubt if 
that vessel wero in the harbor of Es- 
quimalt, the vory sight of her would be 
enough to scare away any number of 
Russian corvettes. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald— We- had her 
there before. 

The motion was agreed to.

" FARMERS, A TTENTION ! 

Thoy say it is n long !ano which has no 
turning; but even the longoat lanoa aro 
compelled to turn at hist by sheer forco 
of cu^onmstances, though we got fso accus- 
tomed to thoir monotonous length that 
when tho turn does come it is apt to take 
us by surprise This hns been tho case in 
this province, and the people gonorally 
have been so long accustomed to travol at 
tho same jog-trot pace along tho same old 
lane, that many of them have coino to ho- 
lievo a chango almost impossible. Cir- 
oumstancos have, however, been mean- 
;Tvb,ilo gathering round us and gradually 
-liairowing thoir circle until the first waves 
of coming prosperity and progress have at 
last reached us. Tho commencement of 
tho section of tho Canadian Pacific rail- 
way in this provinco was, no doubt, tho 
starting point of the now era; but Chinese 
labor was omployod, and no effort was 
mado to bring in white immigration, 
though a most favorable opportunity was 
afforded. Even tho railway supplies were 
not furnished by the provinco and people 
thought that no change could coino till 
tho railway was completed. Then another 
event loomed upon us in tho long-ex- 
pocted visit of tho Marquis of Lorno and 
the Princess Louise, which some people 
looked upon aH a mere gala occasion, 
something to bo looked forward to and 
looked back upon; but which could have 
no practical influence on the course of 
events. But, as predicted in these col- 
umns, tho results of the royal visit have 
proved of tho greatest valuo in accelerat- 
ing tho chango which had to reach us 
sooner or later. Tho attention both of 
this continent nnd of tho old world was at 
onco drawn to this isolated section which 
had hitherto beon only known as tho 
most refractory offspring of tho Dominion . 
That attention was mainly riveted by the 
energetic and practical use the marquis 
made of his pen and pencil during his 
atay among ua, in bearing testimony to 
our fino climate, our agricultural and in- 
dustrial rosourcos, and illustrating our 
splendid sconery. Letters of inquiry im- 
mediately began to How in from all parts 
of tho continent, and thoir number has 
ainco so inconveniently increased that had 
it not boon for the maps and pamphlets 
which havo since been published, and 
among them "a sorinl specially devoted to 
the " Resources of British Columbia," 
thoy would have been a formidable task 
to answor. Then came tho now phase in 
the railway work in the shape of bridge 
building, and other forms of construction, 
which necessitated tho introduction of 
skilled whito labor, and which is now- 
bringing hundreds of substantial immi- 
grants into tho province, not to montion 
tho steady curront of independent immi- 
gration which has already sot in from tho 
Dominion. Now, tho object of this ar- 
ticle ia to proparo the farmers and stock- 
raisers of this provinco to take advantage 
of tho immigration which is flowing 
into tho province and to sow largo crops 
and raiao all tho cattle they aro able, for 
they may dopend upon it that all the pro- 
duce they can raise will bo wanted, and 
labor at moderate rates can bo secured 
from numbers of farm hands who aro ar- 
riving from tho other provinces, many of 
whom with comparatively small moans 
will l-eglad to obtain some oxperienco of 
tho country beforo sotting up for them- 
selves. Now is the farmers' opportunity, 
and tho harvest they will roap will bn pro- 
portionate to tho promptness with which 
they aro roady to take advantage of it, 
and this opportunity will, no doubt, bo 
• further increased by the drought which 
t [ now afflicts California, where cattlo are 
dying by thousands, and where tho agri- 
cultural production from the same cause 
must be seriously curtailed. Wo have 
endoavorod to briefly sketch tho causes 
and progress of tho advent of immigration 
and consequent prosperity which is now 
taking placo, in order that our agricultu- 
ral population may bo convinced of its 
reality, shako off tho lethargy which has 
moro or less hitherto bonumbod all classos 
of our pooplo and bo prepared to seouro 
their own share of tho good thingB from 
the good time coming. Speed tho plough 
and hasten tho growth of hoof and horn. 

UA IWING THE PUBLIC INTER- 
ESTS. 

Tho act to legalize tho city map passed 
the committee last ovoning. It legalizes 
tho lines as confirmed by tho survoy com- 
missioners and would havo proved a dang- 
erous act but for tho forethought of Mr. 
T. Davio who introduced and caused to be 
passed a clauso which distinctly states 
that tho act ia not ihtonded to interforo 
with highways which have boon dedicated 
to tho public. This clauso met with tho 
determined hostility of tho loader of tho 
opposition; but ho kicked in vain. The 
clause was passed by an overwhelming 
majority. It has a direct reforonco to the 
action of the Bishop of Columbia in des- 
■ - polling Quadra street.

EUROPE. 

Londox, April 2. — Tho St. Jvmcs 
Gazlti' publishes an anonymous letter, 
which camo into possession of its edit- 
ors, and which asserts that Fenians 
are engaged in sending packages con- 
taining linen infected with smallpox 
to persons who aro obnoxious tr> the 
Irish national party. 

DUBLIN, April 2. — Reports from 
Limorick say that owing to the improv- 
ed condition of affairs in in that city 
tho 3xtr"a police, which have been kept 
up for somo timo past, have, been ma- 
terially decreased. 

New York, April 'J. — A special to 
tho Star from Paris, says tho incite- 
ment over the arrest of Louiso Michel, 
is increasing. A groat number of 
meetings were held yesterday and even- 
ing by revolutionists. All were close- 
ly watched by the police, but there 
was no disorder. Nearly 30,000 troops 
were under arms and ready to inarch 
at a moment's notice, Among the 
meetings held was one in Rue do Ri- 
voli, at which nearly .10,000 people 
were present. M. Coffrin, a tiery mu- 
nicipal councilor, who recently proposed 
rearranging the national guard and re- 
establishing municipal workshops, said 
that the existence of present republics 
was duo to tho self-sacrificing ardor of 
such patriots as Louiso Michel ; that 
the conflagrations of 1871 purified 
Paris, but that another conflagration 
might bo necessary. John Labasquiero 
urged immediate action in large towns. 
The same excited state exists at Mar- 
seilles, Lyons, Bordeaux, Havre, Mont- 
pelior and othor places. Revolution- 
ary partisans aro active. Meetings 
are held almost daily, and tho situa- 
tion everywhere seems critical. Ar- 
rests are made daily, seventeen persons 
having beon arrested today, charged 
with complicity in revolutionary move- 
ments. 

Paris, April 2. — Lnter accounts of 
the boiler explosion at St. Dizler yes- 
terday show the number of persons 
killed and injured to bo much larger 
than at first reported. Thirty-one per- 
sons wore killed outright, and the num- 
ber injured, it is now stated, reaches 
sixty-live. Many of thorn, it is feared, 
are fatally hurt. 

Paris, April 2. — The election for a 
senator for the department of Ardeche, 
resulted in tho choico of Chalamet, 
Gambettist, defeating two radicals and 
one monarchist.

Notwithstanding tho alarmist rumors 
of tho hist fortnight, tho main part of 
tho fabric of Westminster Abbey is pro- 
nounced to be sound. The substance of 
tho walls is unaffected and of sufficient 
strength to sustain the burden of tho 
roof. It is the outside of tho building 
that has Buffered. The foundations of 
tho abboy aro of ragstono, procurod from 
tho neighborhood of Maidstone, but tho 
greater portion of tho rest of tho edifice 
is constructed from Reigato and Gud 
stone. Though tho Iieigato atutie will 
resiBt fire, it is not proof against damage 
from the smoke of pit coal, which gradu- 
ally eats into it and renders it unsafe. 
Tho task of obtaining the monoy required 
for the reparation of the external portions 
of tho abbey will severely tax tho energies 
of the chapter. An appeal to tho public 
would no doubt rosult in tho raising of a 
large contribution toward tho cost of the 
works, but even with suoh help the out- 
lay required to repair tho ravages of time 
would far oxcoed the resources at tho 
chapter's disposal. Tho eyes would no 
doubt turn in thoir distress to the eccle- 
siastical commission, that milch cow, 
which, in tho words of Bishop Wilbor- 
force, evory one is anxious to milk, and 
if that body is able to sparo a drop or 
two which are not required by tho paro- 
chial clergy, somo assistance from its 
funds might might perhaps bo procurod. 
It is not easy to see why six canons 
shou'd be required for the performance of 
the services at Westminster Abboy, and 
if legislative sanction woro obtained for 
tho suppression of one or two of them a«j 
vacancies occurred, tho ecclesiastical 
commission would bo able to aid in tho 
work without postponing any of tho 
grants which aro expected by the pnoror 
clergy. — Pall Mali Quzette.

Ho told 
the ofticors ho was their lawful sover- 
eign, and, when brought before tho au- 
thorities, declared himself to bo the s in 
of George IV and Queen Caroline, and 
that ho was born at' Montague Place, 
Blackhoath, and that tho throno of Eng- 
land belonged to him. Upon every othor 
subject unconnected with the royal fam- 
ily ho spoke in a most rational manner, 
but when tho Queen's nanio was mention- 
ad ho bocatno speedily violent. While 
being taken to prison he smashod tho 
windows with his elbows and screamed 
out to the sentinels on duty: "Guards of 
England, do your duty, and ioscuo your 
sovereign!" At that time ho was a tine, 
handsome looking man, in his 4lRt year, 
and of dark complexion. When after- 
ward visited by his brother, who had boon 
abroad, ho denied tho alleged relation- 
ship.

petition. 

Tho petition of residents of Langley 
complaining of the bad condition of their 
school-house was read. 

Mr. Orr said he could endorse every 
word of tho petition — even to the mos- 
quitoes. Having passed a day or two 
thero on one occasion he was nearly de- 
voured. 

The petition was ruled out of ordor. 

Mr. Orr said as the complaint would 
reach tho oars of the government tho 
object of introducing the petition would 
bo attained. 

sale for taxes. 

Mr. Orr moved that tho government bo 
requested to send down to this house all 
papora and correspondence connected 
with the sale for taxes to Jas. Morrison of 
lota 20, 30, and 32, block I, north, range 
I, east, in New Wesminster district; and 
that a committee consisting of Messrs. 
McLeeso, Alton, Armstrong, McTavisb, 
ank the mover be appointed to enquire 
into tho claims of the said James Morri- 
son and report to this houso. 

Mr. Orr Baid tho case was one of ex- 
treme hardship. The land may have been 
bought in good faith by Mr. Morrison. 
Ho obtained tho deeds from the govern- 
ment; then the original owners brought 
an action for the recovory of tho land and 
the decision of the court went against Mr. 
Morrison. Tho original coat of tho land 
was 3200 or ^00, and tho costs were be- 
tween $r t 00 and SG00. He had applied to 
the late government for refund and no at- 
tention was paid to tho request. 

The resolution was carried. 

YATES STREET EXTENSION. 

The private bills cummittee recom- 
mended tho suspension of tho standing 
orders soaa to admit a private bill for tho 
extension of Yatea street, Victoria city. 

The report was received, and Mr. 
Beaven moved that the standing orders 
bo suspended. Tho government had 
promised to introduce a bill, but had 
changed their mind. 

Hon. Mr. Sinitho— No. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said the government 
had not intended to introduce a bill to 
attain this object. It could not do that. 
He believed that the motion was a proper 
one, and the people of Victoria should 
have an opportunity of saying "aye" or 
"no" whether they wished thin work to 
be done. 

Mr. John said he should oppose tho 
motion. The city council had had ample 
time to bring in this bill on time. There 
was much difference of opinion in tho 
city on tho subject, and he thought the 
matter should lie ovor for another year. 
1 Mr. Helgesen strongly opposed tho 
cutting down of the school reserve and 
objected to tho suspension of the stand- 
ing orders. 

Mr. Duck could not see any harm could 
be dono by allowing this bill to pass, as 
the citizens would have tho matter sub- 
mitted to their vote. 

Mr. Semlin spoke of the arbitrary 
courao of one or two membors dictating 
as to the wants of a district in which 
thoy had no interost, and actually con- 
trolling tho action of tho house. 

Mr. Davie thought no reflection should 
bo cast on hon. membors for exercising a 
parliamentary right. 

Mr. Duck and Mr. Semlin disclaimed 
any intention of reflecting on the course 
of hon. members. 

Hon. Mr. Sinitho said tho matter was 
a very important one. It would bo very 
unfair for members of another district to 
intorfere in a matter which affected only 
tho interests of tho people of Victoria; 
but this question affoctod a school reserve 
which was provincial property. It asked 
for a piece of land that had boen set 
apart for educational purposes for noth- 
ing. This land might be wanted for a 
university some day. He was very much 
in favor of the school reserves boing kept 
intact. It might bo necessary somo day 
to change the basis of the support of our 
educational system. It coat a largo sum 
to sustain tho schools, and tho time waB 
approaching when lands should be set 
apart for school purposes. He had not 
seen the bill. It might bo that tho city- 
did not propose taking tho land for noth- 
ing. With reference to the suspension of 
tho standing orders ho could find no au- 
thority for tho belief that one momber 
could object to the suspension of the 
standing orders and thus block legisla- 
tion. That position had boen always 
taken by this houso and a precedent had 
been established; but it was high time 
that an alteration should bo made in the 
rule. A house that has the power to 
make can unmake, and ho could find no 
authority for this rule. With regard to 
the land required for this improvement, 
let it be paid for by the city and tho 
money applied for educational purposes. 

Mr. Beaven asked the member for 
Victoria district to withdraw his objec- 
tion. He had found no authority for the 
rule that one member could block legisla- 
tion, 

Tho debate was hero adjourned. 

ASSENT, 

An act relating to county courts was 
assented to by bis honor tho houtenant 
governor who entered tho hall for the 
purpose. 

Mr. John hero announced that ho had 
waived objection to tho Yates stroet ex- 
tension bill, and the petition was received 

I'RIVILKOE. 

Mr. Pooley said that ho was not charg- 
ed (as reportod in the Standard) by Mr. 
Davie as boing interested as mortgagee in 
tho Sumas dyking bill. No such charge 
was made and ho hoped a correction would 
bo published. 

QCESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Mr. Wilson asked the following ques- 
tion: Referring to the roport of the select 
committeo appointed to enquire into the 
correctness of tho statement contained in 
a reply of the honorable Mr. Smithe, on 
the 26th February, 1883, " That the late 
govornmeat left no information in the 
departments as to tho rolative cost of tho 
work on the dry dock by day labor as 
against contract prices." Tho roport, 
dated 10th March, says: "Tho engineer 
states that it will take him another week, 
having already beon employed since tho 
end of last month, to mako a statement of 
the relative cost to tho first day of March 
inBtant." Tho engineer further states 
that " a statement cf tho relativo cost can 
be mado up in a reasonable time with ox- 
tra assistance." Question: Has the engi- 
neer furnished tbostatemont horoinbeforo 
referred to ? Has ho askod for further 
assistance; if bo, has it boen rendered to 
him ? 

Hon. Mr. Smitho replied: Tho engi- 
neer haB not yet furnished the statement 
which, on tho 12th February last, Ire- 
quested him to mako to me of the rolative 
cost of work ou the dock under tho day 
labor system, as against contract prices. 
On th« 6th March, Mr. Bennett wrote to 



mo as follows: " I will completo measur- 
ing up of the work with the least possible 
delay. Extra help in tho oflico is ur- 
gently required to obtain tho cost of the 
various classes of the work aud to keep a 
proper set of books." The assistance re- 
quired was rendered to Mr. Bennett on 
the 12th March. I hope soon to got the 
information so long waited for. 

STIPENDIARY MAGISTRATES. 

A bill relating to stipendiary magistrates 
was introduced by hon. Mr. Davio and 
read a first time. 

KOOTENAY BILL. 

House in committee on this bill, Mr. 
Holgeson in the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Drake introduced a resolu- 
tion requiring tho company to completo 
the survey of tho land in 6-mile blocks by 
the 1st December, 1884. 

Mr. Orr asked if provision was mado 
for tho starting point — 15 miles from the 
boundary lino whore these surveys were 
to bo made. 

Hon . Mr. Smitho aaid thero would be 
no objection to making the matter more 
oxplicit. Ho produced a map with the 
linos and blocka of land laid down there- 
on, and said the time for completing the 
surveys on Columbia river should be de- 
fined, 

Mr. Dunsmuir did not think the time 
•for survoying should bo defined. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that remark 
would bo all very well if the land was not 
reservod, for no man could settle on land 
that was reserved. 

Mr. Cowan aaid the work of surveying 
land along Columbia river was not diffi- 
cult, and could bo easily effected. 

Mr. Grant thought base lilies would bo 
sufficient. A man with a pocket compass 
could oasily run a lino. 

Mr. McTavisb ridiculed the idea that a 
man with a pocket compass could run true 
lines in a mineral country. 

Mr. Martin said the company would 
got all the lauds they wore asking for on 
Kootenny lako, which was at least forty 
miles long. 

Mr. Grant said no; it would require 
200 miles to give them the land thoy re- 
quired. 

After a long discussion, Mr. Drake's 
amendment was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Drake then moved to compel 
the company to completo thoir surveys 
and select their lands other than those on 
Columbia river, on or before 31st Decem- 
ber, 1887. 

Mr. Dunsmuir thought it would lead to 
litigation aud advised hon. members to 
consider well what thoy wero voting 
upon. 

Mr. Orr aaid it would interfere with 
rights of miners who had already located 
and spent money on their claims. 

Mr. Pooley showed that the objections 
of the hon. momber for New Westminster 
wore already mot by a provious section 
and suggested that the hon. prosident of 
tho council should say in his motion under 
the existing laud laws. 

The amendment as amended was in- 
serted. 

Mr. Mi-Leeao moved to insert a clause 
to compensate prosont owners of lands in 
caso of railways. Thoy woro already pro- 
tected as far as land and wator was con- 
cerned by the land laws, but railways 
wore a different matter. Present owners 
might be debarred from using the railway 
of thia company for shipping thoir ores 
and he wished to hold tho powor to grant 
a powor to a rival railway to enable pre- 
sent owners to have their ores brought to 
t ho coast. 

Mr. Smitho said it would bo well 
enough if there w««re an application from 
a rival company to build a railway. 

Mr. Pooley asked the hon. gentleman 
to withdraw the amondment and said tho 
whole ground was covered by tho consoli- 
dated railways act which provided that all 
charges for a rival company wore to bo re- 
gulated by arbitration. The amendment 
was withdrawn . 

Mr. Martin moved an amendment that 
the time limit of taxation be five years be- 
cause although tho company would be ex- 
empt from taxation yet if they alienated 
tho lands those who bought them would 
not bo. 

The insertion was made. 

Mr. Allon moved tho insertion of clause 
21 to provont tho employment of Chinese 
and tho disposal of their rights to any 
Chinese Co. In case thoy did the pro- 
visions of this act wonld be null and 
void. 

Mr. Galbraith asked if the amendment 
was not out of order. (Cries of no, no.) 

Mr. John said that at tho general elec- 
tion last year every candidate who came 
boforo the peoplo pledged liimself against 
tho encouragement of Chinese immigra- 
tion. From what ho could observe, thore 
wero many hon. members who wore in- 
sincere on the Chinese question and only 
used it for election purposos. The am- 
endment now proposed by the hon. 
member for Lillooot would test the hon- 
esty of members and ho would remind 
the house that tho attention of tho peo- 
ple would be naturally turned towards 
thoir action in this matter; he would sup- 
port the amendment . 

Mr. Wilson expected the hon loader of 
tho opposition would support thia mo- 
tion. 

Mr. T. Davio said he dare not face his 
constituents if he did not voto for tho am- 
endment. 

Mr. Galbraith characterised the motion 
as clap trap. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said it was class legisla- 
tion and unconstitutional. 

Hon. Mr. Robson would be very glad 
to see any provision put in a bill to pro- 
vont the employment of Chinese or to 
provent tho sale of a claim to Chinese. 
But the Quesnollo dam bill had beon 
damned by a like clause, because tho 
accidental employment of a single China- 
man would cause tho whole property to 
bo confiscated and under such circum- 
stances no capitalist would take the risk. 

Mr. Semlin moved an amendment to 
the amondment that no Chinese bo em- 
ployed provided the company can get 
white labor at §40 per month. 

Mr. Theo Davio called on the leader of 
tho opposition to express his views on tho 
subject. 

Mr. Grant said the clause would ham- 
per the company. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said members who votud 
for the amendment did not know what 
they were doing. If thoy had hact t j un- 
dergo what ho had thoy would know that 
it was impossible to carry out a work like 
tho prosont without Chiuosu labor. They 
might as woll try to build a brick wall 
round Kootonay. 

Mr. Beaven said ho could not seo where 
the company would bo injured by the 
amondment being paasod. Ho thought if 
tho Dominion government had complied 
with tho wish of the provinco in placing a 
clause iu tho railway contract preventing 
tho employment of Chinese, it would 
have boon a benefit to Mr. Onderdonk. 
But he objectod to tho phraseology of the 
amoudment. (Cries of Oh ! Oh !) 

Mr. Theo. Davio askod the honorable 
member for Lillooet to withdraw tho 
amendment and allow tho loader of tho 
opposition to bring in one to the same ef- 
fect couched in terms he thought proper. 

Mr. Dunamuir was sorry to seo tho 
honorable second msmbtt for Yio'tcriq 



city trying to got the leader of the oppo- 
sition into a hole. 

Mr. Armstrong aaid it was wasting time 
to talk about such an amendment. 

Mr. Galbraith claimed that two days' 
notice ia required. 

Mr. Speaker said the rule had on this 
bill beon broken so often by the wish of 
the house, that he could not be out of 
place to allow tho present amendment. 

Mr. Allen declined to withdraw his 
amendment until he had seen that of tho 
honorable leader of tho opposition. 

Mr, Beaven said ho was independent of 
all other members and not influenced, as 
the government wore. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said the statement 
that the government were influenced by 
other members was false aud impertinent. 

Mr. Beaven said tho house had seen it 
frequently. 

Mr. Allen — No ! nevor ! 

Hon. Mr. Davie— It is a deliberate un- 
truth to say bo. 

The committeo rose and reportod, and 
uskod leavo to sit again. 

Houso adjourned till 7:30 p.m. 

NOTICES OF MOTION. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — On Monday next to 
ask leave sto introduce a bill intituled an 
act to amend tho law relativo to the quali- 
fication and registration of votors. 

Mr. Allon to move on Monday next — 
Whoroas it is desirable to circulate as much 
information respecting tho natural 
productions and natural resources 
of this province. Bo it therefore 
resolved, that tho government be request- 
ed to place a sum of money on tho esti - 
mates for the purpose of purchasing a 
number of copies of tho British Columbia 
Directory, (published by It. T. Williams 
of Victoria) for the purpose of distributing 
among the public libraries and principal 
hotols throughout the Dominion and other 
countries. 

Mr. Wilson on Monday next to bring in 
a bill to amend tho law of evidence. 

Air. Dunsmuir to move on Monday — 
Where;--; to commercial and industrial in- 
terests of the east coast of Vancouver 
Island havo greatly increased during the 
past few yoarn, and whereas tho existing 
mail service along tho said coast, ia 
once a week between Victoria, Nanaitno 
and intermediate points, and once a 
fortnight to Coninx; Therefore bo it re- 
solved, That an humblo address be pre- 
sented to his honor the liout. governor, 
praying that ho will move tho Dominion 
government to incroase tho said mail ser- 
vice to twico a week, between Victoria and 
Nanaimo and intermediate points and 
once a week to Comox. 

' EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. Beaven in moving tho second read- 
ing of the Victoria Official Map Bill point- 
ed out that the reason of bringing tho 
samo in was that certain alteration had 
boon made in the map after the Houso 
had legalised it last yoar. With regard 
to tho objections made by tho private 
bills committee, ho showed that tho boun- 
daries in certain cases had not been de- 
finod and pointed out that the landmarks 
had been placed by privato survey and 
could not be altered by this houso. Ho 
asked that tho city surveyor bo hoard. 

Mr. T. Davio said it v/a* not a personal 
mattor to him. If the houso and tho cor- 
poration wiahed to legalize a state of 
things which would be inaugurated by this 
act, they would havo to bear tho brunt of 
the consequences. If it wero passed he 
said tho city of Victoria would bo sorry 
for it and ho hoped tho public would ro- 
mnmbor that ho had raised his voice 
against its passage. Ho next procoeded 
to truco out tho history of the making of 
the map from 1830; hnd pointed out that 
Messrs. Poarse and l'emberton, who had 
been appointed to supcrviso tho drawing 
up of the map, themselves acknowledged 
that they had not read the act. Ho drew 
attention that cortain stroets not being 
marked on this map the residents wero 
liablo to encroach on public proporty or 
property which had become public by tho 
number of years which it had boen in 
use by the public. Tho hon. loader of the 
opposition said that the surveys had boon 
guided by maps already Glod in bygone 
years in tho lands and works office in 
1887, and not according to the lino of tho 
previous fence. 

Mr. Drako said that soverai of these 
roads wero private roads ovor which tho 
city had no powor as thoy wore on pri- 
vato property and laid out by private sur- 
vey. In tho instance alluded to by the 
hon. member who had sat down, he was 
not prepared to say whether tho linos 
wero taken rightly or not and until this 
act was passed it could not bo settled. It 
was in tho intorest of the public that the 
corporation should havo a map which 
would guide them in thoir doliborations 
and by which they could be governed in 
laying off stroets. 

Mr. Duck askod (Mr. Davio) his lion, 
colleague whether the passage of this act 
would make any difference or not to the 
city. 

Mr. T. Davie said he was of that opin- 
ion aa under tho present circumstances 
tho dedication of a public highway by 
constant usajjo was done away with. 

The second roading was carried and the 
houso went into committee, Mr. Grant 
in the chair. 

Mr. Helgeseu Baid members not having 
tho map wero in tho dark. 

Mr. Dingwall said Mr. Russell and the 
Dominion post oflico had to recede and 
why should a gentleman who every Sun- 
day morning said from covetousnoss and 
every other other doadly sin "good Lord 
dolivor us" bo allowed to encroach. 

Mr. Beaven said the hon. gentleman 
was laboring under a mistake. Tho ob- 
ject of tho bill was to give the corporation 
the power to say whether a person was 
encroaching on the public stroets or not. 

Mr. T. Davie pointed out that tho pri- 
vato bills committee had hadovory oppor- 
tunity to examine Mr. Harris, and to find 
out all facts in connection with tho mat- 
ter of this map, and as was stated by the 
honorable momber from Esquimalt, tho 
wholo house was in the dark and tho ma- 
jority of the house did not know what 
thoy wore voting upon. He therefore 
moved that tho committee rise. 

Mr. Wilson said from Todd it ia cus- 
tomary to tako the docision of the private 
bills committee. That committee had 
roported adversely to tho passage to the 
act. 

Mr. Beaven — No ! 

Mr. Wilson callod for tho road'ng of the 
report and wont on to show that tho houso 
was asked to vote for this act, of which 
thoy knew nothing adveruoly to the report 
of tho privato bill*' committee. 

Mr. Beaven thought that circumstancos 
wore different, and thought the honor- 
able gentleman's allusion was inapplicable. 
Ho askod that Mr. Harris be heard bo- 
foro tho motion was put. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe askod Mr. Davie to 
withdraw his motion to rise until the city 
surveyor had been heard. 

Mr. Davio concurred, and 

Hon. Mr. Smithe gave tho house a de- 
scription of tho passage of the original 
bill through tho private bills committeo. 
It bad been passed and afterwards altered 
aud upon a bill boing introduced to sottlo 
the Bit* of tho city landing, it was found 



that tho map act passed the year provious 
was worthless, und it was necessary to 
pass this act to mako that map legal. He 

would ask the honorable second member 
for Victoria city to withdraw his motion, 
whilst giving him credit for Lis opposition 
to tho bill, which lie no doubt considered 
was for the benefit of his constituents. 

Mr. Orr said tho preamble ought to be 
altered before the bill was passed. 

Mr. Duck said the passage of this act 
would make the map complete, and ho 
only voted for its passage through tho 
private bills committee on that consider- 
ation. 

Hon. Mr. Drake said the altera', ion on 
the map with ruferenco to Yates' prop- 
erty did not matter aa ho (Yates) had 
changed for another piece of ground. 

Mr. Helgeson would like to know tho 
alterations proposed in city map in this 
instance. 

Mr. T. Davie withdrew the motion and 
Mr. Harris was callod before the com- 
mittee. He showed the alterations made 
in the map were very trifling, and then 
proceeded to read his evidence given be- 
fore tho private bills committee. With 
respect to the encroachment on Quadra 
stroet he showed th.\l it was church pro- 
perty, and that the lines of streets wero 
not marked on the map on tho church 
trust. 

To Mr. Beaven — The passage nf this 
act would not make the fence the street 
lino if it encroached on tho stroet. 

To Mr. Pooley — The map only marks 
tho boundary stones of tho church trust. 
Ho did not think any property holders 
would suffer by the passage of thia act. 
no took exception to the evidence of Mr. 
Cridge, who said that the boundary atones 
might have been put in without tho sur- 
vey, as they were guaged by tho centre 
point from building to building. Mr. 
Cridge only helped him to put in six 
stones and it was hardly fair to state that 
was tho mode of fixing all tho suit! boun- 
dary stones. 

Clause 1 makes tho map conclusive 
evidence of the boundaries in all the 
streets defined in the said map or plan. 

The clause was passed with a few verbal 
amendments. 

Mr. Duck moved io insort in section 2 
the words "as hoou as tho exchange of 
proporty between Mr. Yates of tho city 
authorities shall have been logally made 
in connection with the city landing."

In explanation he showed the 
meaning of acquiring a right of highway 
by tho public by dedication is by public 
uso for 8, 10 or 20 years. In answer to 
an objection raised by Mr. Armstrong, 
Mr. Davie explained it was not intended 
to refer to any laud dealt with by the 
map. 

Mr. Drake, said the clause was not 
necessary as it was already law. 

Mr. Pooley thought it was a work of 
supurorogatisn. 

Air. T. Davie thought it might provont 
litigation. 

The motion was carried by a largo ma- 
jority. ' > 

Committeo roso, reported the bill com- 
pleto with amendments; report to be con- 
sidered on Monday. 

Tho houss thon wont into committee 
on the Sumas Dyking Act, Mr. Mc- 
Tavisb in tho chair. 

Mr. Armstrong moved to reconsider 
clause 1, to insert tho word "two" in- 
stead of "one." 

Mr. T. Davio seconded and read a tele- 
gram from Mr. Hawkins that tho settlers 
would not be satisfied unless tho dyke 
stood a four years' test. If this act was 
passod he considered that tho settlers 
would not only have to pay a high price 
for their land bat 8 per cent, per annum 
besides, and would uvontually be legis- 
lated of thoir houses and homes. 

Mr. Drako asked thoni to lay over 
the amendment until the act had boon 
gone through.

Mr. McLeese thought ono year from 
the timo of completion was enough. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said if thoy wished to 
altor the time, it must be dono by motion 
when considering tho roport. 

Mr. Pooley said he would be prepared 
to allow two years to bo inserted for one 
as soon as the bill was passed. 

Mr. T. Davio agreed to lay over the 
motion to reconsider until the bill had 
passed. 

Mr. Armstrong wished to know wheth- 
er tho interest was to bo paid from 1870, 
or from tho passage of this act. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that was for tho 
house to docido. 

Mr. T. Davie Bind if tho clause was sup- 
posed to go as read, he was propared to 
oppose tho bill. 

Hon. Mr. Druke said that interost 
commenced whon the dyke was half done. 
Tho woik had boon accepted by the chief 
commissioner. Intorest had beon calcu- 
lated from that time and paid by 3omo. 

It was finully decided to bring in a 
clause later on to regulato tho matter of 
interest.
